Government Introduces Evidence in 
Trial cf Alleged Dynamiters Show­ 
ing That Chief Destroyer Was Clos­ 
eted With President Ryan at a Time 
When Explosions Were of Common 
Occurrence. 


Indianapolis. Oct. 29—At the trial 
in 
the 
federal 
court evidence 
di­ 
rectly connecting President Ryan of 
the iron workers with Ortie McMani­ 
gal, the co n fid e d dynamiter, and with 
the disbursem ent of $1,000 per month 
to men engaged in dynamiting, was 
given when B. J. Cook, bookkeeper in 
the headquarters here from July, 1910, 
to February. IW L took the stand as 
a witness. According to his story Mc­ 
Manigal visited headquarters on Aug. 
2aI 1910, and was In conference wit® 
Ryan for several hours. Ryan coming 
out of the room one time and asking 
if there were any telegrams or letters 
for McManigal. 
Cook also told of a telegram receiv­ 
ed at headquarters in December. 1910, 
from H. VV. Legleitner. indicted, of 
Pittsburg, asking McNamara if ho 
could come to headquarters, to which 
the latter replied, “Come on: will meet 
you.” 
When Legleitner reached headquar­ 
ters he was carrying the odd-shaped 
telescope used to carry a ten-quart can 
of nitroglycerine. 
“ McNamara was a changed man af­ 
ter the Times building was blown up." 
said Cook. 
He confined himself in his 
private office, reading newspaper clip­ 
pings.” 
He later went to Ballagh, Neb., Cook 
said, dressed in a freakish manner, to 
see his brother, J. B. McNamara, who 
was hiding at tile home of Howard 
McNabo. a bi other-in-law. 
Cook told of the 1 thousand a month' 
emergency fund from which the gov 
em inent alleges McNamara 
from to pay for dynamitings. 
this account was under the 
Bion of Frank M. Ryan. 
The witness identified the little blue 
check book used by J. .T. McNamara in 
checking from hi3 personal account in 
the Columbia National hank.

for $299 and that Herbert S. Hoekio 
and Howard McNabb received checks.

mary and general election campaigns.

nication along the road to Adrianople. 


It remains for the Turks, now either 


to fight or surrender. There are some 
160,000 of them surrounded by the 
fighters of thu little state in the coun- 
try between Lule Burgas and Baba 
Eski, captured by the Bulgars on Sat- 
urday. 


Not only has their retreat along ths j 


railroad been cut off, but Adrianopls | 
with its garrison of 00,000 will fail ; 
within a few days, according to the j 
opinions of the strategists who have 
followed this war. 


Turkish Troops Demoralized. 


The retreat of that garrison in case 


success again crowns the Bulgarian 
arms would naturally be in the direc- 
tion of Demoika to the south, but the 
crafty Bulgarian generals, foreseeing 
this, have cot off the Turks from that 
hope and the garrison would seem to 
be bottled as neatly as one could wish. 


The correspondents at the Bulgarian 


headquarters say that the heavy losses 
Buffered by the Turks in the fighting 
round about Adrianople has demoral- 
ized the Turks. 


The Ottoman is not the fighting man 


that he used to be. this hand-to-hanci 
fighting on the part of a foe that here- 
tofore he has regarded scornfully and 
the bewikk-rins precision with which 
the - Bulgarian generals have moved 
their pa-.vr.s across the board of a hos- 
tile country has broken bis spirit.
